Omaha, Neb., September 2.—The peo- 
ple of Omaha gave ex-President Roose- 
velt a day of comparative rest. All 
that the colonel did was to attend a 
breakfast given by the Roosevelt re- 
ception committee, a luncheon at the 
Field Club, a dinner at the Omaha 
Club, an entertainment given by the 
board of governors of the Ak-Sar-Ben, 
which is the official boomers’ club of 
Omaha: take an automobile ride over 
Omaha, make three speeches and talk 
with numberless political leaders and 
old friends whom he met here. 

Several other things had been plan- 
ned for his amusement, but, im his be- 
half, a telegram was sent from Kansas 
City last night saying that he was 
tired, and needed a day of rest, and so 
the progrim was cut down. 

Rousevelt Indorses Burkett. 

The colonel found time during the 
day to speak a good word for Senator 
Burkett. who is in the midst. of a 
spirited campaign for reelection. 

The people of Omaha did not turn 
out in such numbers as was the case 
in several other cities Colonel Roose- 
velt had’ visited on his present trip. 
The auditorium was jammed, and. the 
crowd in the street outside was s0 
great that Colonel Roosevelt had to 
use the tactics of a football player to 
get to his automobile. During the re- 


* | mainder. of.t.e day, however, the peo- 


ple had little opportunity to get to- 
gether, and cheer, as the parade was 
called off to make it. easier for the 
colonel, and when he appeared on the 
streets he shot by so quickly in his 
automobile that few persons recog- 
nized him. He went to bed earlier than 
usual tonight, for he has been so busy 
since he left New York that he has 
been obliged to curtail his hours of 
sleep. In the morning he will attend 
a breakfast at the Omaha Club, and 
then leave for Sioux Falls, where he 
is to speak tomorrow. 


Roosevelt Introduced by Burkett. 


Senator Burkett made the speech in- 
troducing Colonel Roosevelt. He de- 
seribed the colonel as “the man who 
was once the first citizen of the na- 
tion, and is now the greatest man in 
the world.” 

There was loud applause. “I am par- 
ticularly pleased to be introduced by 
Senator Burkett,” said Colonel Roose- 
velt, “because he was one of the men 
qm whom I especially relied while I 
was president, both while he was in 
the house and in the senate, On one 
occasion he paid a tribute to me, which 
may have been entirely unmerited, in 
which he described what the typical 
American public servant must be. He 
said: 

‘In the great struggle of life, he 
(the good American) must be prepared 
to take the side. of the man rather 
than of the dollar. Old-time methods 
in politics, old-time ideals of govern- 
mental duty and prerogative are reile- 
gated to 
antiquities. No man who ig skeptical 
in his own mind of the righteousness 
of the advanced ground that the Amer- 
ican people have taken socially and 
morally can hold their confidence. No 
man who is fearful of popular rule, or 
is more afraid of the people’s oppres- 
sion of predatory -wealth with law 
than of its oppression of the .people 
without law is eligible to popular 
esteem.’ 

“In my own case,” 
continued, “all I can say is that I have 
endeavored to live up to that descrip- 
tion, and that I was able to  accom- 
Plish what I did accomplish in Wash- 
ington only because of the way in 
which I was backed up by men .like 
Senator Burkett, and, as we have a 
guest from Iowa present, let me say, 
also, like Senator Dolliver.” 


The Canal and the Navy. 

Then Colonel Roosevelt proceeded 
with his set speech, in which he spoke 
of the Panama canal and the navy. He 
said the trip of the American fleet 
around the world increased greatly the 
prestige of this country, and that the 
work which is being done on the cana! 
was one of 
ances of all the ages. He took sharp 
issue with the plan which was placed 
meen congress at the last session neu- 
ralizing the canal zone, and in strong- 
est terms deciared that this country 
should fortify the canal. 

Colonel Rooséveit's speech was as 
follows: 

In traveling in Europe last spring 
one thing which especially struck me 
was the fact that the two feats which 
made the deepest impression abroad 
were the cruise of the battle fleet 
around the world, and the digging of 
the Panama canal. These were the 
two feats to be credited to the Amer- 
ican people during the past decade, 
which had most profoundly and favor- 
ably affected foreign judgment of 
America during that time. Such judg- 
ment depends not in the ieast’ upon 
what people say they can do, but on 
what they actually do: upon their wi!!- 
ingness to meet responsibilities, and 
the success of their trees to meet 
them.

That an ordinary occurrence like a 
good, soaking downpour of rain could 
be worth as much as $1,009,000 to one 
state is a fact which may well chal- 
lenge the credulity of the most credul- 
ous,. especially in a state where rain 
is supposed to be the cheapest com- 
modity on the market. 

But, however that may be, the rain 


i of the past two days is estimated by 


men of conservative minds as being 
worth somewhere !n the neighborhood 
of $1,000,000 to the state of Georgia 
alone. 

Rain Needed by Cotton. 

And the reason is that in Georgia, 
as well as in other southern states 
which are more familiarly known to 
the public-at-large as the “cotton 
belt,” has a cotton crop, the full fruit- 
ition. of which. depends aitogether and 
all the time on proper weather condi- 
tions, the most important feature cf 
which is rain at the proper time. 

The cotton up to within the past 
two or three weeks has fared pretty 
well and indications were that the 
crop would be within about 68 per 
cent of the crop last year. The de- 
crease was due, not to weather condi- 
tions so much as to a decrease in the 
acreage. But wh the weather con- 
tinued dry and ot for week after 
week and there was no genera! rain to 
boost the cotton growth, there were 
abundant indications that the amount 
of the crop might fall considerably 
short of what the.yield would ordinart. 
ly have been expected to be. 

But the .weather “got right" and it 
rained. It has rained for the past two 
days, and the downpour has been gen- 
erai, covering practically every section 
of the cotton-gruwing states. And as

TAFT TO EXTEND 


CWIL SERVICE 


Will AffectAssistantPost- 
masters. 


Also Proposed That Postoffice 
Clerks Be Included --- Presi- 
dent Names Jos. A. Holmes 
Director of Bureau of Mines. 
Cabinet Gossip. 


Beverly, Mass, September 2.—Presi- 
dent Taft tonight announced the ap- 
pointment of Joseph Austin Holmes, of 
the geological survey, as director of 
the new bureau of mines at Washing- 
ton. Dr. Holmes had been selected for 
the place some time ago, but hig ap- 
pointment was held up, it 1s understood 
here on the ground that secretary 
Ballinger, under whose department tite 
new bureau is placed, was opposed to 
him. Mr. Holmes is the intimate per- 
sonal friend of Gifford Pinchot, James 
R. Garfield and F: H. Newell, director 
of the reclamation service, all three of 
whom sharply criticised Mr. Balling- 
ger on the witness stand of the Ball- 
inger-Pinchot investigation. : 

It was reported here that Secretary 
Ballinger felt Dr. Holmes might have 
had a hand in what he termed the “con- 
spiracy’’ against him. Friends of Dr. 
Holmes, while admitting the latter's 
close association and friendship with 
Messrs. Pinchot, Garfield and Newell, 
declared, nevertheless, that he had tak- 
en no active part in the campaign 
against Mr. Ballinger. 

Holmes Strongly Indorsed. 

The indorsement of Dr. Holmes for 
the place was almost unanimous. It 
came from the mine operators and the 
mining organizations alike. The pur- 
pose of the new bureau is to investi- 
gate and report upon safety appli- 
ances tO prevent waste of life. 

The bureau will also make an in- 
vestigation looking to the improvement 
of methods of mining. 

Dr. Holmes is a &ative of South Car- 
olina. For ten years he was professor 
of geology and natural history at the 
University of North Carolina, and from 
1891° to 1904 was state geologist of 
North Carolina. A staff of engineers 
and experts will me transferred 
with Dr. Holmes from the geo- 
logical survey to the bureau of mines. 
George Otis Smith, director of the ge- 
ological survey, has been acting as di- 
rector of the bureau pending perma- 
nent appointment by the president. 

President Taft is contemplating and 
probably will issue soon after his re- 
turn to Washington from Beverly, an 
executive order putting all assistant 
postmasters and the permanent clerks 
at money order points postoffices un- 
der the civil service. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock recommended this step 
to the president some time ago, and he 
has been considering it. Today the 
president talked the matter over with 
Dana, president of the National Civil 
Service Reform League. 

Many Matters for Cabinet. 

President Taft will take the matter 
up with his cabinet the latter part of 
this month, and finally dispose of it. 
President Taft has a iong list of mat- 
ters to take up with his cabinet ad- 
visers. He will reach Washington BSep- 
tember z1 for a ten days’ stay, and the 
cabinet will be in continuous session 
September 26, 27 and 28. All the mem- 
bers of the cabinet whose families are 
still out of town will be the president's 
guests at a ‘stag’ party at the White 
House. 

One of the principal subjects to be 
discussed will be°’the forthcoming ap- 
pointments to the United States su- 
preme court. Mr. Taft will have to fill 
the vacancies created by the death of 
Chief Justice Fuller and the prospec- 
retirement of Associate Justice 
Moody. It seems pretty well settled 
that Governor Hughes, of New York, 
who already has been confirmed as an 
associate justice, will be designated as 
chief justice... This will leave two as- 
sociate justices to be appointed. 

The president stated again today that 
it was not’ his purpose to call an ex- 
traordinary session of the senate to 
confirm the appointments. They will 
wait until the regular session of con- 
gress begins. President Taft will also 
take up with his cabinet in Washington 
the final plans for putting the postal 
savings banks in operation. He will 
discuss the estimates for the coming 
fiscal year with the heads of the de- 
partments, and will try to hold them 
down wherever possible. The economy 
plans for conducting the various de- 
partments and the best means of using 
the $100,000 appropriation for the im- 
provement of business methods also 
will be discussed. 

Taft to Make No Speeches. 

There is little or no chance that 
President Taft will make any speeches 
during the coming campaign. He has 
declared that his letter to Chairman 
McKinley. of the republican congres- 
sional committee, accurately states all 
that he has to say of the issues. The 
president will speak before the Na- 
tional League of Republican Clubs in 
New. York City, September 30, along 
gen4fal iines. : 

General Leonard Wood, chief of staff 
of the army, tadked with the president 
for several hours today regarding es- 
timates for the army. Oddly enough, 
(general Nelson A. Miles, formerly com- 
manding general of the army, alse 
called on the president today.

Attorney Peirce Attacks. 
Shippers’ Lawyer. 


When the Rock Island’s Fig- 
ures Are Questioned, Attor- 
ney Peirce Hurled Strong 
Language at Attorney F. B.

Chicago, September 2.—The tense 
Strain of the railway rate hearing de- 
veloped disorder today, in the midst of 
which Attorney E. B. Peirce, of the 
Rock Island, called Attorney F. B. 
James, representing Cincinnati ship- 
pers, a liar. Mr. Peirce added that if 
Mr. James was not satisfied, the mat- 
ter could be continued “outside.’’ 

Comptroller Nay, of the Rock Island. 
was on the witness stand undérgoing 
cross-examination by Attorney James. 
The latter declared that in one of the 
tables introduced by Mr. Nay yester- 
day, the total freight operating rev- 
enue per mile and the total freight 
operating expenses had been left out, 
while both sets of figures appeared in 
a similar table. 

“Why were those figures left out?’ 
demanded Mr. James,

At the conclusion of the testimony 
of Comptroller Nay, of the Rock Is- 
land railway, Henry Miller, vice pres- 
ident and general manager of the 
Wabash Railroad Company, was called 
to the stand and was examined by At- 
torney N. 8.

Before offering in evidence a num- 
ber of tabulated statistics, Mr. Miller 
testified that the revenues of the road 
have not enable dthe management to 
Operate and maintain the road up to 
the necessaries of the public nor to 
install improvements which were 
needed. | 

Maintenance of Trackage. 

“The income of the road,” he said, 
“enables us to care for the main- 
tenance of the present trackage, 
building and quipment, -but leaves 
practically nothing for replacing 
equipment or structures and practical- 
ly nothing for improvement.” 

Mr. Miller, speaking of the period 
since 1905, said: 

“In this time about 100 locomotives 
have been sent to the scrap heap, and 
we have replaced 150. There has 
been no freight equipment since 1907, 
and no passenger oars have been add- 
ed to the rolling stock since 1904.” 

Both operating Tevenue and operat- 
ing expenses have inrceased, Mr. 
Mier declared. 

“The operating expenses,” the wit- 
ness continued, “have remained about 
constant until this year, and have now 
grown out of all proportions.” 

Items of Increaked Expense. 

Among the itemg of increased ex- 
pense enumerated by Mr. Miller were 
wages of employees, which, according 
to tables presented by him, increased 
for the transportation and mainte- 
nance of way department $1,642,900, 
in 1910, over the amount paid in 1903; 
for the locomotive andé car department 
employees the increase from 1903 to 
1910 was $696,165. 

“Wage increases allowed since June 
this year.” said Mr Miller, “will 
amount to $300,000 a year, and the 
enginemen have asked for $100,000 a 
year more, and conductors and brake- 
men and the shop men are now consid- 
ering their demand for more wages.” 

Other witnesses for the Wabash 
railroad will take the stand tomor- 
row and the hearing will probably be 
adjourned for several weeks to permit 
the examiners to take up the New 
York hearing of the contentions of the 
railroads in the official classification 
territory which is set for September 7.

Gone 


Declares the Theater Owners’ 
Association Has Accomplish- 
ed Absolutely Nothing For 
Good of Patrons---Explains 


His Position in Matter. 


“They painted my name off the door 
as one of the directors, and that is 
about all the National Association of 
Theater Owners has accomplished,” 
said Jake Wells yesterday to a Con- 
stitution representative. Mr. Wells 
was not looking for an interview. 
Neither was he dodging one. He 
talked freely and frankly of the situa-° 
tion in theatrical matters. 

“The idea on which the association 
was founded was a splendid one,” said 
he, “and if we carried it out, it prom- 
ised a paying season for us, something 
we had not had for a long time. The 
first-class theaters under my contro! 
have not made a dollar. In some we 
made a little, in others we lost more, 
and the result was nil. 


Formed Our Association. 


“Klaw & Erlanger had refused to 
book for us certain attractions offered 
by the Lieblers and the Shuberts, and 
we needed them badly. When we were 
refused them we formed an associa- 
tion. 

“But our idea from the first was to 
allow Klaw & Erlanger to book us as 
many shows as they could, and then 
fill in the time left with other attrac- 
tions. It was not our intention to an- 
nihilate the booking firm. It was not 
our purpose to be used as stepping 
stones to Shubert ambition. 

“That is just about what happened, 
however. We won our point, and the 
Klaw & Erlanger people agreed to let 
us play what we pleased. Then the 
National Association of Theater Man 
agers, in which the Shuberts are al}- 
powerful, imposed absurd restrictions 
on the booking firm, which it could 
not in dignity grant. The result was 
this fight, and the chances of a losing 
season, whereas we were almost cer- 
tain of a splendid season and financia! 
encouragement, had we kept true to 
our original purposes, and having 
gained our ends, stopped there. But 
what does it better the south iff the 
National Association takes the place of 
Klaw & Erlanger, and imposes on us 
restrictions and conditions as binding 
as those of the old firm? We would 
be merely swapping masters. Tearing 
down a kingdom to build up an em. 
pire. 

“It is none of Cort’s business what 
we book in the south, just as it is none 
of the south’s business what the west. 
ern managers book. 

“Then, holding that, under the ‘open 
door,’ I had the right to book all at- 
tractions offered me, I booked the 
shows Klaw & Erlanger offered. And 
right here I may say that Klaw @& 
Erlanger have given me more shows, 
twice as many more, as the independ- 
ents promised me while I was a direc- 
tor of the association. For Richmond 
end Norfolk they gave me eighteen 
promises, and only eight contracts. 

Will Book All Shovws.

Clothed in the black hopelessness of the Styx, that sentence 
supplied the keynote to the address of Thomas E. Watson at the 
Auditorium last evening. | 

Not once a ray. of light, not once the scent of dawn relieved 
the gloom of the discourse, which, like most of Mr. Watson’s efforts 
of recent years, is a lamentation justified neither by fact nor fancy. 

For the nation is not plunging hellward. 

On the other hand, it is in a better condition today than at 
any other period of its- existence, and never at any time since the 
establishment of the republic have the masses of the people fared 
better than now. 

There is one thing about Mr. Watson’s address worthy of spe- 
cial commendation, and that is its freedom from personal abuse. 

There can be no manner of doubt that his unfortunate ten- 
dency to criticise everybody and everything, to smash with a club 
every head that showed above the mass,-has seriously impaired 
whatever strength and whatever ability he once brought to the 
service of the people. 

Happily, his last night’s speech showed progress over this 
tendency.

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EXTENDING THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


_Editor Constitution: I write to thank you heartily for your edi- 
torial on ‘‘The Parcels Post,’’ published a few days ago. The first 
Sppeal ever made through the press to co to establish free 
rural delivery was published in The Atlanta Constitution as a com- 
mfinication from me. May the parcels post achieve the victory won by 
the rural delivery service. A. J. SNELSON,

_ That the, establishment of a general parcels post system,’ reach- 
ing every man in the United States, is but a natural development 
of the postal service and a logical extension of the rural free delivery 
service has long been argued by The Constitution. 

Another communication received by the same mail that brings 
Mr. Snelson’s calls attention to the fact that while-an eleven-pound 
package can be sent from the United States to Austria or Belgium 
lor 12 cents, to Great Britain for 22 cents, and to Italy for 20 cents, 
it cannot be handled for local delivery at'all. The maximum weight 
of a single package that may be transmitted in the domestic mails 
in this country is four pounds. The eleven-pound package which 
we send.to Belgium for 12 cents, must, if sent at all, be subdivided 
into three packages or four, four and three pounds weight, and paid 
for at the rate of $1.76 per pound, when sent from Atlanta to Car- 
tersville or Savannah by mail. 

_ From Atlanta to Vienna, Austria, the charge for sending an 
eleven-pound package is 12 cents. 

From Atlanta to Griffin the charge for transporting by mail 
eleven pounds of merchandise, in packages limited to four pounds 
each, would be $1.76. 

The foreign consignee has the advantage of receiving his goods 
all in one package and at a saving of $1.64 over the American, 
though the distance is vastly greater. 

The four-pound limit put on merchandise which may be put in 
the nrg: States mail seems an absurd restriction in view of the 
following maximum limits fixed in other countries: Belgium, 132 
pounds; Austria, Germany and Switzerland, 110 pounds; Great 
Britain, Italy, the Netherlands, Chile, 110 pounds. | 

Under the international agreement, the United States postoffice 
is compelled to render a service to citizens of foreign countries that 
it refuses to render to citizens of its own. 

This is unjust to Americans, indefensible from any standpoint, 
and a confession that we are behind the times in this respect. 

If other nations can make a success of the parcels post, surely 


\the United States can. If the people of other countries can demand 


and secure this service, even from our own postoffice department, 
the people of this country should not be denied it. 

If Belgium and Germany, Austria and Switzerland can handle 
in the mails packages weighing over 100 pounds, and, presumably, 
make a profit on the transaction, our own country should be able 
to do so. 

All that is needed is for the people to build a fire under con- 
gress. Let the lawmakers know that their constituents are demand- 
ing the parcels post. and it will be supplied. 

The details can be worked out by congress in cooperation with 
the officials of the. postoffice department. 

Let the people make known their’ wants by petitions and let- 
ters to their representatives, and parcels post legislation will be 
passed.

Price and Profit in Cotton. 

Editor Constitution: Within the past 
week cotton futures in New York have 
twice reached 20 cents. The newspa- 
pers of the country have announced 
the fact with such bead-lines as “‘Cot- 
ton Soars,” “Cotton Reaches Highest 
Price Since the War,” “Wealth for the 
South.” 

Editorial writers have taken up the 
refrain that the whole south, but the 
cotton grower in particular, is to en- 
joy the rewards of the most profitable 
crop ever grown. ; 

Thoughtless or misinformpd writers 
have asserted that the cost of making 
cotton was only 8 cents per pound. On 
this basis it is easy to figure enormous 
fortunes on a 12%,000,000-bale crop sold 


at 15 cents. 
These assertions are woefully mis- 


leading. Unless counteracted, evil re- 


sults are inevitable. 


Let us, therefore, calmly, consider a 
few actual facts bearing on the pres- 


ent situation. 

The first point to fix in mind is that 
the phenomenal price on which all this 
excitement is based is fictitious—not 
real. The 20 cents so much discussed 
is merely the price quoted for cotton 
futures on the New York exchange. It 
is a speculative price forced by the ex- 


igencies of a gambling game. 

On the days when 20 cents was thus 
quoted in New York, the highest price 
offered for spot cotton im any south- 
ern market was 15% cents, and no 
cotton to be had. 

The real fact is\ that cotton growers 
are not receiving’ a phenomenal price 
for their crop, P tically all of which 
is yet to be harvested.\In the winter of 
1904 cotton was sold ih southern mar- 
kets for higher prices than any yet 
quoted for the present op. 

The men who are makjng such ex- 
aggregated claims, as to present condi- 
tion#, forget the fundamental economic 
law that cost of productioh determines 
profits. 

Because of this fact the recent com- 
paratively high prices received for coat- 
ton have been misleading. Fifteen cents 
is not really a high price. It is not even 
a luringly profitable price. 

Every man who has actually grown 
cotton for ten years with real business 
management knows that there was 
more profit with cotton at 8 cents than 
there is today at 15 cents. 

The 8-cent crop was grown with 
mules costing $100 to $126, corn 40 
cents; sidemeat, 5 cents, and other sup- 
plies in proportion. The labor and raw 
material, including fertilizers, enter- 
ing into the §-cent crop, averaged much 
less than half the cost of the materials 
going into the present crop. 

Another point is overlooked by the 
theorists who figure out great profits 
for cotton-growers at present prices. 
Their paper estimates of the cost of 
production are based on the possibili- 
ties of large yields per acre. Yet it is 
the actual average yield which deter- 
mines the real profit to the average 
grower. It is easily seen that the cost 
of growing 200 pounds per acre—about 
our average yield—is the same, except 
for picking and ginning and possibly 
fertilizer, as would be the cost of pro- 
ducing 450 pounds on the same acre. 

If 8 cents is the cost of growing the 
bale per acre, it is obvious that the av- 
erage crop must cost the producer 
nearly twice as much. 

The plain fact is that the average 
crop is not very profitable “at present 
prices. It puts tens of millions of dol- 
lars into circulation. It enables the 
grower to meet his obligations, but he 
is not getting rich. 

The man who is really making money 
under present cqpditions is not the man 
who grows the cotton, but the man who 
receives rent or share-cotton—-the same 
quantity he received ten years a&g0,-— 
which now sélis for double the former 
price. 

These actual facts can hurt not one. 
The constant assertion that cotton 
prices are high and the growers are 
making great profits can only tend to 
depress prices and injure the grower. 

In his behalf I insist that the present 
price is not high!

“Theruling of Mr. MacVeaghin this 
Matter simply sustains the opinion 
that the currency association of the 
State already held. Of course, the rul- 
ing canrot affect any bank in the 
country except in times of such finan- 
cial stringency that it becomes neces- 
Sary to issue emergency currency, and 
I believe that there is little likelihooa 
of our needing this privilege for at 
least a good iong time to come, 

“So far as I know, there has been 
none of the uneasiness in the south, 
especially in Georgia, concerning Mr. 
MacVeagh's interpretation that has bean 
reported in the middle west.’ Members 
of the National Currency Association 
of Georgia, I believe, thought there 
was little likelihoog of our view of 
the matter being seriously disagreed 
with, and were equally certain that we 
could meet all requirements if the oc- 
casion ever arose.” 

President Frank Hawkins, of the 
Third National bank, shared almost 
identically Mr. Lowry’s opinion. 

“So fas as I know,” he said “the 
matter is not one over which Georgia 
bankers have been disturbed. They 
felt that the term ‘commercial! paper’ 
as used in the law would be accepted 
in its ordinary sense, &nd there the 
matter rested. 

Requirements Not Troublesome. 

“As far as the requirements made 
under the new law and under Secre- 
tary MacVeagh’'s rufing is concerned, 
they are not troublesome. In fact, un- 
der the law and the ruling the local 
banks would not be required to fur- 
nish as much collateral against whica 
to issue the currency as they were to 
issue clearing house certificates in 
1907. This being the case, I ‘see n-> 
reasonin theworld why Georgia bank» 
should not handle the matter, should 
the ocasion ever arise, even better 
than they did tbe Stringency of four 
years ago.”

The influence of a 
New York bank 
the banks of e whole country is 
altogether too great for our business 
safety. The Ridrich bill, it seemed 
to me, would tend to increase this 
power. ‘The banks of the country are 
so dependent, under our present sys- 
tem, upon New York, that they are 
afraid to antagonize its power, and 
therefore, their actions are largely 
controlled by what New York bankers 
say or do. Our banking system is 
fundamentally wrong. More and more 
it tends to develop a system of bank- 
ing on collateral or listed securities, 
to the advantage of New York and 
the dsadvantage of other sections. It 
is really getting to be not scientific 
banking, but pawnbroking, as a dis- 
tinguished New York banker once said 
to me as he expressed his opposition 
to the whole system, although his 
own bank, one of the largest in New 
York, followed the general custom.

Washington, September 2.—Oyster 
Bay, the home of ex-President Roose- 
velt, has a population of 21,802, as 
against 16,884 in 1900, an increase of 
5,468. These figures include Sea Clift 
village, which adjoins Oyster Bay.

can institutions, hailing with delight 
every story of graft and mob rule as 
an evidence that government of, for 
and by the people must fail. Colonel 
Roosevelt spoke contemptuously of the 
“merely multi-millionaire,” the man 
who, he said, was a discredit whenever 
pointed to in Europe as a typical 
American. He especially referred to 
mob rule as bringing out characteris- 
tics of cruelty equal to those which 
they seek to revenge. 

Roosevelt Liberally Applauded. 

This speech, made at & luncheon giv: 
en by the Roosevelt reception commit- 
tee at the Qmaha Club, was frequently 
applauded. Among those who listened 
attentively to the words of the colonel 
were Governor Shallenberger, Senators 
Burkett and Brown of Nebraska, Sen- 
ator Dolliver ef Iowa, Mayor Dahiman, 
Victor Rosewater, republican national 
committeeman, andformer Representa- 
tive David Mercer and ex-Governor 
Sheldon, , 

“IT have always felt friendly to for- 
eign nations,” said Colonel Roosevelt 
in beginning his address. ‘TI have 
never believed that in order to show 
your love for your country it was 
necessary to be insulting to the people 
of another country. I have a feeling | 
of friendliness for the countries I vis- 
ited abroad even greater than I had 
before .visiting them. But I have come 
back feeling there is no place in the 
world tO~ live except in the United 
States.

New York, September 2.—The cloak- 
makers’ strike, one*of the most stu- 
pendous industrial disturbances in the 
history of American labor, was set- 


tled tonight. 

Seventy thousand employees will re- 
turn to work. Ten thousand of them 
and those depending on them—50,000 
souls in all—were on the point of 
eviction, and hundreds havé already 
been forced on the streets. The in- 
dustrial loss to employers and em- 
ployees has run high into the millions. 
In loss of wages alone the total has 
been estimated at more than §$10,000,- 
000. while the loss to manufacturers, 
jobbers and retailers the country over 
has been computed at ten times that 
amount. 

In spite of the stupendous read- 
justment involved, the strike has been, 
in the main, notable for its peaceful- 
ness. There were numerous cases of 
petty disorder and a petition of the 
manufacturers brought forth from 
Justice Goff, of the state supreme 
court, an injunction in which he 
ruled that any strike called to de- 
mand the closed shop was in restraint 
of trade.’ 

Julius Henry Cohen, counsel for the 
Manufacturers’ Association, described 
the agreement signed by Rim and the 
representatives of the strikers in this 
sentence: 

No More Sweat Shops. 

“No principle has been surrendered 
by the manufacturers, yet the unions 
may claim they have won a great vic- 
tory for their people. The manufac- 
turers believe in the unjon and the 
principle that all who desire its ben- 
efits should share in its burdens. 

“One essential of this victory, and 
one important not only to the strik- 
ers, but to the nationat-large, which 
wears their output, is the abolition of 
all contract work at home. Hereafter 
garments made in New York will be 
made under sanitary conditions. There 
will be mo more sweat shops. 

The rock on which all previous ef- 
forts at. mutual toncillation have split 
has been the closed shop. That rock 
has now been avoided by the adoption 
of the “preferential union shop” idea 
for which Louis D. Brandeis, of Bos- 
ton, formerly counsel for Glavis in 
the Pinchot-Ballinger hearing, is 
given full eredit.

Pioneer Insurgent Lauded by | 


Ex-Chief Forester --- Pinchot 
Speaks in Interest of La Fol- 
lette’s Renomination. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Septerhber 3.—That 
Senator Robert M. La Follette was the 
pioneer in the progressive movement, 
that he was the first public man, so 
far as he knew, to lay down the lines 
along which the great water-power 
problem, the first problem of conserva- 
tion today, must be settled, were senti- 
ments voiced by Gifford Pinchot to- 
night, when he spoke in the interest 
of the renomination of Senator La 
Follette next Tuesday. 

“It has’ been made clear that the 
special interests are about to take 
refuge behind the state's rights doc- 
trine as against nationa) conserva- 
tion,” said Mr. Pinchot. “Senator La 
Follette hag made his deeds square with 
his words, as one of the strongest sup- 
porters of national action for con- 
servation within the nationa! sphere. 

“He was, I understand, the first man 
to suggest the protection of the coal 
lands in the public domain, and he has 
been a strong supporter of the pro- 
posed Appalachian and White Mountain 
national forest from the first. He does 
not propose to turn the resources 
which belong to all the people over the 
states at the behest of the special in- 
terests, because he says, as we al! do, 
that behind this proposal lies the ef- 
fort to escape all regulation by the 
people.”

‘Everywhere I went abroad:I was 
interested in finding that the leading 
statesmen in the various countries were 
watching us and looking at what we 
were doling and were considering the 
methods with which we had tried to 
solve the different problems before us. 
They said they were interested in us 
because the things we were doing to- 
day were the things they would have to 
do tomorrow or the day after. You are 
the pioneers in solving social problems 
in America and for the: whole world. 

“It is for you to solve problems in 
the spirit of democracy. I need not 
say that that imposes a’‘very grave 
responsibility on us. 

“Two other things impressed me. 
One was that the ordinary man, the 
man to whom life was pretty hard, was 
looking to us to realize the possibility 
of happiness on earth. The man who 
suffers injustice is looking toward this 
country as the place in which he would 


justice as the place where the ordinary 
man could have a chance in life. 


Roosevelt Jabs Multi-MiUllonaire. 


‘"Phere is another side to this pic- 
ture. Everywhere I went there was 4 
certain astonishment, mixed with a 
much less pleasing feeling, felt over the 
accounts of business and political cor- 
ruption fhat comes to urope as to 
what happens here in America. I think 
you will probably gequit me of any 
great admiration af the mere multi- 
millionaire at home. But I like him 
even less abroad. I want te call your 
attention to the fact that I have said 
the mere multi-millionaire. There aro 
good men tin every walk of life, and the 
man who is a good American, who has 
done his duty and has a great fortune 
is entitled to our hearty respect and it 
is unworthy of anyone to deny him if 
he deserves it. 

“I am speaking of the came class of 
multfmillionatres of whom it was said 
two thousand vears ago that it was 
more difficult for them to get to heaven 
than for a camel to go through the 
eve of a needle. It is the rich man 
who trusts to Mis riches that I am 
speaking of, the multi-millionaire 
whose sole title to distinction la the 
fact that he is a multi-miliifonaire. Such 
a one is a poor citizen, and is a very 
obfectionable American exhibit abroad. 
I was always ashamed when I saw that 
type of a man accepted abroad as the 
typical American, and I felt even more 
ashamed when things happened there 
which gave the impression abroad that 
corruption in business, in politics and 
lawlessness and brutal violence ob- 
tained here more than they did in any 
other country. Every active corruption 
in our business or political life and acts 
of violence by a mob is a blow at de- 
mocracy, it is a blow at self-govern- 
ment. The mob in lynching 4 criminal 
puts itself down on the same lievel of 
infamy that the criminal stands on. 

“The big man of business who swin- 
dies the public or debauches a legisia- 
ture, the grafting politician who biack- 
mails a corporation, are all enemies of 
} democracy and self-government. Re- 
ports of such corruption and lawless- 
ness bring joy to the heart of every re- 
actionary in Europe who wants to see 
self-government fail and who is glad 
to see that government by the people 
on a large scale cannot succeed.” 

Colonel Roosevelt spoke at some 
length upon the need of honesty in po- 
litical and private life.

‘it has a strong and thoroughly effi- 
cient navy. Within the last decade 
the American navy has been about 
trebled in strength, and much more 
than trebled in efficiency, due to its 
extraordinary progress in marksman- 
ship and maneuvering. 80 far from 
this increase in naval strength repre- 
senting on our part either a menace 
Of aggression to weaker nations or 
a mepace of war to gtronger nations, 
it has told most powerfully for peace. 
Everywhere in Europe the cruise of 
tke battle fleet around the world was 
accepted, not only as an extraordinary 
feat, reflecting the highest honor upon 
Our navy, but as one of the movements 
which tended markedly to promote 
peaceful] stability in international! rela- 
tions. No nation regarded the cruise 
as fraught with any menace of hostility 
to itself; and yet every nation accepted 
it as a proof that we were not only 
desirous ourselves to keep the peace, 
but able to prevent the peace being 
proken at our expense. No cruise in 
any way approaching it has ever been 
made by any fleet of any other power; 
and the Best naval opinion abroad had 
been that no such feat was possible, 
Ahat is, that no such cruise as that we 
actually made could be undertaken by 
a fleet of such size without innumer- 
able breakdowns and accidents. The 
success of the cruise, performed as it 
was without a single accident, immeas- 
urably raised the prestige, not only of 
our fleet, but of our nation; and was 
a distinct help to the cause of inter- 
national peace. 

There was great panic around the 
Atlantic coast when I announced that 
the fleet was to go around the world. 
I wanted to have it understood by 
foreign powers as the strongest hint 
that our fleet could and would go any- 
where that it was necessary. 

When I announced that the fleet was 
to go around the world, there was a4 

reat outcry, and it was said that the 

eet should not sail; but the fleet did 
sail. Some of the men in the coordinate 
‘branch said I did not have the money 
for the voyage of the fleet. The answer 
Was easy: I said that we had money, 
and that I was going to send the fleet 
to the Pacific, and if they did not want 
to appropriate money to bring it back, 
that was their affair. After which 
criticism subsided, except for the usual 
and perfunctory remark that was 
usurping power. , 


The Panama Canal, 


As regards the Panama canal, I real- 
ly think that outside nations have a 
juster idea than our own people of the 
magnitude and success of the work. I 
wish our people realized what is being 
done on the Isthmus. If a may of in- 
telligence who had never left this 
country asked me whether I would ad- 
vise him to make a short trip to 
Europe, or a trip to the Panama canal, 
| I would, without hesitation, advise 
him to go to the Panama.canal. He 
would there see in operation the com- 
pleting of one of the great feats of 
modern times. Colonel] Goethals and 
the men working under him are ren- 
dering a service to this country which 
can only be paralleled in our past his- 
tory by some of the services rendered 
in certain wars. 

Six years ago last spring the Ameri- 
can government took possession of 
the Isthmus. The first two years were 
devoted to the sanitation of the 
Isthmus, to assembling the plant and 
the working force, and providing quar- 
ters, food and water supplies. In all 
these points the success was extraord!l- 
nary. From one of the plague spots 
of the globe, one of the most un- 
healthy regions in the entire world, the 
Isthmus has been turned into a sin- 
gularly healthy place of abode, where 
the death rate is smal] and where hun- 
dreds of children are now’ being raised 
ander as favorable conditions as’ in 
most parts of the United States. The 
quarters, food and water supply are 
excellent, and the plant the best ever 
gmathered for such a purpose. Active 
excavation on a large scale did not 
begin until January, 1907. Three years 
and a half have gone by since then, 
and three-fifths of the total excava- 
tion has already been accomplished. 
The aynount taken out has passed any- 
thing ‘which previous experience war- 
ranted us in believing to be possible. 
In 1908 and 1909 the monthly average 
of rock and earth removed was 3,000,- 
000 cubie yards, notwithstanding the 
fact that nine months of each year 
constituted a season of very heavy 
rainfall. There remains to be excavat- 
ed only about 6,000,000 cubic yards. If 
we could keep up the past average of 
excavation, this should be done in 
twenty months; but it is impossible to 
maintain such a ratio as the depth in- 
creases; for the output necessarily dl- 
minishes as the field of operation.nar- 
rows. Still, it is certain that such a 
ratio can be maintained as will en- 
able the workers to finish the excava- 
tion considerably in advance of the 
date fixed for opening the canal— 
January 1, 1915. Indeed, I shall be 
surprised if the cana] cannot be open- 
ed six months or even a year in ad- 
vance of the time set. 


Features of Canal Work. 


The work has two great features: 
The Culebra cut, which I have been 
considering, and the great dam at Ga- 
tun. The latter is to imprison the 
waters of the Chagres and other 
streams into a lake with an area of 
164 square miles. This work jis ad- 
vancing steadily, and just as success- 
fully as the work on the Culebra cut. 
The water which is ultimately to fill 
the lock is now flowing through the 
concrete spillway in the center of the 
dam, the Chagres having been divert- 
ed from its bed and placed under com- 
plete control.

The cotton crop last 
year amounted to $140,000,000 in value 
and I figure that it will be just about 
the same this year.

Captain Wright now believes that 
the percentage will be considerably 
increased as the result of the recent 
rains. , 

“While it is impossible to give any- 
thing like an accurate estimate,” said 
Captain Wright, “I am convinced that 
the crop will be much better since 
the rain h.s come. It was badly neeJj- 
ed and it has been some time since we 
had a genera] season of rain.”
